Wr received on official intimation from the Cen- 
tral School on Thursday that the annual distri- 
bution of prizes would take place on'the following 
day, which notice was duly published in Thurs- 
day’s issue.

rights and deportation to’ Tomsk for life. The 
Judges, however, condemned all three prisoners
